The full text. of the noté follows: 
As.your Excellency is awaré, «the 
genéral question of -the French debt 
to this country has not as-yet been 
the ‘subject of any formal communica- 
tion. between the -two Governments, 
nor’ are his Majesty’s- Government 
anxious “to raise it at the. present 
moment. " Recent ‘events, however, 
leave thein little ghidice. iri the matter 
and ‘they feel compéiied to lay. before 
the Government their views on certain 
aspects. of the situation. created by 
the present condition of international 
indebtedness. 
Speaking “in: general terms, the war- 
debts, exclusive of intere: diie to” 
Great Britain at the present’ moment 
amount ih ‘the. ‘aggregate to .about 
£3;400,000,000, of which Germany dwes 
£1,450,000,000, Russia  £650,000,000 and 
our allies -£1,800,000,000.- On the other 
hand,’ Great. Britain owes the United . 
. States about a quarter of this. sum,’ 
say £860,000;000, at par of exchange,’ 
‘together ‘with Anterest accrued since 
1919; .° 
No international - didcunalon ‘has yet.

The announcement 
made'in The London Times this morn- 
ing that the British-are still determined 
that there shall be no cancellation 


without America was regarded as very 
disquieting. 

Lord Balfour’s note to the debtor coun- 
tries of Great Britain was received “in 
Paris tonight too late for comment by 
Government officials or the press. 30 
newspaper ‘circles, however,. it is consid- 
ered as certain to have not only a very 
great effect on the forthcoming London 
ecnference,° but as placing the. United 
States ps ime in a position which 
cannot bé ignored and may react most 
a, on American prestige. 

Though it was “out of courtesy ’’ that 
the ._mote was. handed to Ambassador 
Harvey in leprae it is frankly regard- 
ed as been addressed princlpaLy 
to. the United: States. With all his ac- 
complished address and politeness it is 
considered Lord Balfour has, before it 
has happened, laid the blame for failure 
and all the consequences of failure of 
the London conference, if it does fail, at 
the door of America. 

During ithe t month hope that the 
British — had changed has. been 
considerably "aipehethened by many 
semi-official. amnouncements and_ es- 
pecially by such statements as those 
of Mr. Asquith. . But it was realized that 
unofficial s estions such: as those of 

former Premier and Lord Derby 
had. no real authority and the repeti- 
tion. last week py Sir Robert Horrle 
that no suggestion had come from the 
British Government that the debts 
should be cancelled was regarded as very 
bad augury. 

M. Poincaré, it;is understood, will not 
directly suggest that this cancellation 
should be granted to France, His meth- 
od is more subtle. He will instead offer 
England that she accept a mortgage for 
the amount of the loan on France’s 52 
per cent. of the reparation claims. That 
is a very different thing from asking 
cancellation of the debt: of £550,000,000, 
though in the end it may amount very 
much to the same, so far as actual 
payment goes. If the English refuse to 
accept. this arrangement 
them to suggest an aiternative of direct 
cancellation of the French debt, and if 
the suggestion comes from them, then

Poineare’s Two Demands, 


The first point which he seeks to wih 
is British consent to cancellation: of the 
debt on conditions which will: not de- 
mand from France too great a sacrifice 


of what she regards as her strategic 
position with regard to Germany. The 
second point is to obtain from the allied 
Governments full consent to the Guar- 
antees Committee’s scheme of control of 
German finance and even if possible 
more stringent control in the interest: of 
the potential lenders. 

Nothing can be done in the Premier’s 
opinion to re-establish a sound situation 
in Europe unless these two conditions 
are made absolute. With his usual care 
he has selected the bankers’ report to 
back up this.opinion, and unless he se- 
cures these two pvints it seems almost 
inevtiable that he will retire: from the 
conference with thé announcement that 
France will:take immediate steps. with- 
in the terms of the Treaty of Versailles 
for separate action.

THE ARGONNE MEMORIAL. 

The unveiling: of the memorial at 
Haute Chevauchée‘to French, Ameri- 
can and Italian troops that fell while 
fighting in the Argonne serves to re- 
call those glorious days of comradeship 
already growing dim. It is well to 
revive by such: celebrations the mem- 
ory of victories won and hardships en- 
dured, well for American manhood 

which proved so invincible on the fields 
of France, well for the preservation of 
that spirit of esteem and fidelity that 
burned so brightly in our’alliance with 
France and ennobies our relations with 
that country. 

In his address Premier Porncare paid 
tribute to the achievements of the 
American army that came to the aid 
of France in her hour of trial. On the 
pedestal of the monument were in- 
scribed the names of the American 
regiments that took part in the de- 
cisive. Argonne. campaign. The me- 
morial will be a shrine for Americans, 
standing in the heart of a region 
‘where the exploits.of our saldiers saved 
the cause of the Allies from disaster. 
It is not alone the’ heroic advance 
through the Argonne Forest that the 
stone perpetuates, but the great strug- 
gle to break through the German lines 
in the region. » In this Italians as well 
as French and Americans were en- 
‘gaged, . What was accomplished by 
our own First Army with French co- 
operation has been told by General 
PERSHING: ; 

Between. Sept...26 and Nov. -11, 
twenty-two.American and four French 
divisions, on’ the front extending from 
southeast of Verdun. to the Argonne 
Forest, had engaged and decisively 
beaten forty-seven different German 
divisions, representing 25 per cent. of 
the enemy’s entire divisional strength 
on the. western front. Of these‘enemy 
divisions twenty had been drawn from 
the French front and one from the 
British front. . Of the twenty-two 
American divisions twelve had, atAdif- 
ferent times during this period, been 
engaged on fronts other than our own. 
The. First. Army. suffered. a loss “of 
about 117,000 in killed and -wounded, 
It captured 26,000 prisoners, 847 can- 
hon, 3,000 machine guns and large 
quantities of matertal,
